Where in the past a warship 
may have been sent to our shores 
or we may have sent one abroad In 
leccgnltion of some public event, the 
nations of the world are likely each 
to send here a squadron if not a fleet 
In 1915. Such a gathering of floating 
armament is expected as the world 
may never have seen before. 


The naval experts say that at only 


one point on the 
Atlantic coast, 


Hampton Roads, could the navies of 
the world be assembled safely, and 
probably the Pacific coast offers no 
such point except Puget Sound.

Mrs. Stetson Unwilling to Enter Into 


Fight Against Mother 
Church 


Now York, Dec. 27—"Mrs. Eddy be- 


fore her passing on realized that her 
doctrines could be better and further 
spread without; a powe -fill and weal- 
thy central organization, and there- 
fore purposely left the tioard of dtrec 


to Mrs. Eddy was questioned 
and 


when her understanding of Christian 
Science, or. as she herself calls it. 
"divine metaphysics,' was belittled or 
misinterpreted. 


It was only after Mrs. Eddy's death 


that Mrs. Stetson explained, even to 
he- own close adherents, the reason 
why the founder of the faith, to whom 
she had been closely attached for 
more than a score of years, permit- 
ted the board of directors to chastise 
her with the lash of excommunica- 
tion. 


Her explanation of It was that Mrs. 


Eddy allowed the board to proceed 
with the sole idea of putting Mrs. 
Stetson's faith to the lest. Long be- 
fore the summer of 190!), when Mrs 
Stetson's open troubles with the board 
began, Mrs. Eddy had both told her 
by word of mouth and written to 
her, saying that she (Mrs. Stetson) 
had "demonstrated her Christian Sci 
ence, but in that year Mrs. Eddy, it 
was said, told Mrs. Stetson that there 
remained one trial for her, a supreme 
Irialof her faith. 


That trial came with the beginning 


of the fight against her by the board, 
ard Mrs. Stetson's present position, 
ur friends said for her,, was: that 
ihe could not rebel against this board, 
even though Mr. Eddy had "passed 
on," because to do so w'ould be In 
a measure lo recognize wrong.

Court Martial in the Army 


The fact that there were 520G triajs 


ay court martial in the U. S. arms- 
last year may surprise people who 
are unfamiliar with conditions in the 
army. This number of trials averag- 
ed one for every 14 enlisted men, and 
yet the yearly average was about as 
usual; in fact, the number of trials 
in 1909 exceeded the figures for 1910j 
by nearly 400. This shows Iww dif- 
ficult it is to keep up the army quo- 
ita. 


The courts martial were instituted 


chiefly for two causes, desertion and 
Intoxication. Young men 
who join 


toe army with preconceived ideas as 
to opportunities to see thex world, 
and who tire of their bargain, very 
often desert. If they are found, they 
are compelled to serve 
out 
their 


term of enlistment. 
It is 
for 
this 


type of desertion that many of the 
trials are ordered. As to intoxication 
that is a common fault In the| army, 
and it is no surprise that humdrum 
life in barracks should be relieved 
by devotion to the cup.
